Continuation of 10. Other: In applicants' remarks starting on page 5, applicants rebut the examiner's rejection using Rostoker by 
decribing the different steps of forming the trench. The examiner notes that the present claims are device claims. Hence, the steps in 
which Rostoker made his trench is not significant in this present application. Rostoke teaches the trench having an opening with size 
and configuration to meet the limitation of claims 21, 25-38. As to Oerhlein '813 , the trench 30 includes an opening having a first, a 
second, and a third rectangular portion with size and configuration to meet the limitation of claims 30-38. The newly added claim 39 may 
also be rejected using Oehrlein '813 to meet the limitation of the first and third rectangular portions having different dimensions. Hence, 
applicants' argument is moot. . 
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
